adm inistrators from the Vatican 
cu ria, plan to alter cou ncil ac­ 
tion already tak en on religiou s 
liberty , the Jew s and the shar­ 
ing of papal-episcopal power. 
They also said 
“ traditionalist 
elem ents” w ant to end the cou n­ 
cil qu ick ly so as to leav e u nde­

tion and birth control. 
Pope John XXIII had faced a 
basic 
progressiv e- 
conserv ativ e 
clash from the v ery first week 
of the cou ncil in 
1962. 
Joseph 
C ardinal Frings of W est G erm a­ 
ny w as one of the progressiv e 
leaders 
then who insisted 
that 
the 12 cou ncil com m issions be 
filled by a v ote of all 2,5 00 cou n­ 
cil m em bers, rejecting a slate 
pack ed with conserv ativ es that 
the cou ncil directorate tried to 
ru sh into office.

CHILE’S WOMEN SHOULD STAY IN POLITICS 
When the Christian Democrat Eduardo Frei 
defeated Salvador Allende, the Communist-backed 
Socialist, for the Presidency of Chile, there were 
great sighs of relief all over the western hemi­ 
sphere. With 1,418,000 votes to Allende’s 982,000, 
Frei apparently has a mandate to carry through a 
social program that combines some measures of 
state welfarism with old-fashioned liberal eco­ 
nomic reformism designed to make Chilean busi­ 
ness less monopolistic and to enable peasants to 
acquire land. 
But if Frei’s election base is wide, It may not 
be effective. 
The reason for this inheres in the 
fact that it was the Chilean women who put him 
over in the September election with a huge last- 
minute anti-Communist crusade. 
(Where Frei 
polled 56 |>er cent of the total vote, he received 
63 per cent of the women’s vote. The men went 
50 per cent lor Frei, 45 for Allende, and five for 
the Radical Party candidate, Julio Duran.) 
The women’s support of Frei is a tribute to 
their political and moral intelligence, but the 
sobering element in the situation Is that women 
in Chile play no continuing role In politics once 
election day is over. 
And without the women, 
Frei is vulnerable to a masculine coalition that is 
not overwhelmingly for anything conservatives 
or old-fashioned liberals might want.

this country 
ever attempted. 
It isn t clear whether they had 
to do this right now for scientif­ 
ic reasons, hojied it might add 
to the wrangle between Presi­ 
dent Johnson and Coldwater, or 
just didn’t care. 
Not First Time 
It’s not the first time they did 
this kind of thing in the midst of 
a cam|M»ign. They did it in 1960, 
when they orbited two dogs. Not 
to be outdone, the United States 
shot three mice 650 miles aloft 
before the campaign was over.

political |K)t which was coming 
to a boil.
